Provided the hopes of reward

nothing about it beyond the fact 
that it produces shoes .or ocean 
liners. It ig extremely’ doubtful, 
however, whether they would du 
so ount machinery existed 
whereby thelr shares could be 
converted at ony time back into 
hard cash. The Stock Exchange 
is the institutton which pravides 
that machinery. It js the market 
place where shares and certain 
other types ‘of securities are 
bought and sold.

bringing together the people who 
want to borrow money and those 
who have moncy to Iend, it also 
provides the means whereby the
